The number 
of passengers killed was 181, and the 
number of passengers injured 
2,873, 
being an increase of 11 in the number 
killed and of 498 in the number

jured. 
The number of persons other 
than employes and passengers killed 
was 4,406, and 
the 
number 
injured 
6,845. 
These figures include casualties 
to persons reported as trespassers, of 
whom 3,811 were killed and 4,468 were 
Injured. 
From 
summaries

ratio of casualties it is found that for 
every 444 men employed on railways 1 
was killed, and for every 28 men em­ 
ployed 1 was Injured. 
A similar com 
parison as to trainmen shows that 1

years, only 
$6,768,000 
worth 
being 
brought to this country. The growth of 
luxury in the United States is fairly 
measured by the imports of diamonds, 
which iii 1867 amounted to barely more 
than $1,300,000. 
In 
1889 
they 
had 
reached nearly $11,000,000; in 1800, $13,- 
000,000; in 1892, $14,000,000. 
This was 
the high water mark. They have fallen 
off to less than half that figure since. 
It seems more than surprising that no 
diamond mines have ever been discov­ 
ered in the United States, remarks the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 
Occasional 
gems of this kind have been picked up 
in various states, the conclusion drawn 
from Such discoveries being that they 
are restricted almost wholly to a belt 
along the eastern base of the southern 
Alleghanies in Virginia and Georgia, 
and to another licit along the western 
base of tho Sierra Nevada and Cascade 
ranges.

Begin with a great deal of care 
and do not pull or draw the work. 
Perfect accuracy is learned only after 
long practice. Indeed, it appears to be 
impossible for some workers to finish 
a piece of work without puckering it 
all out of shape. 
Fine embroidery is 
best done over a hoop, which may be 
had of any dealer in fancy goods. Care 
must be taken in putting the material 
in the hoop that it is not too much 
wrinkled or creased. Almost all em­ 
broidery is improved by being pressed 
with a moderately warm iron. 


Are There Any (Jndergroiiuil (loin 
i i k i d m In Till* Country? 
Importations of those precious stones 
have gone away down. In 1894 they 
dropped to a lower point than for many 
years, only $6,768,000 wortli being 
brought to this country. The, growth of 
luxury In the United States Is fairly 
measured by the Imports of diamonds 
which in 1867 amounted to barely more 
than $1,300,000. In 1889 they had 
reached nearly $11,000,000; in 1890. $13,- 
000,000; in 1892, $14,000,000. This was 
the high water mark. They have fallen 
off to less than half that figure since. 
It seems more than surprising that no 
diamond mines have ever been discov­ 
ered in the United States, remarks the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat. Occasional 
gems of this kind have been picked up 
in various states, the conclusion drawn 
from such discoveries being that they 
are restricted almost wholly to a bolt 
along the eastern base of the southern 
Alleghanies in Virginia and Georgia, 
and to another belt along the western 
base of tho Sierra Nevada and Cascade 
ranges. It is a melancholy fact that this 
country hardly produces an average of 
$U)0 worth of diamonds annually. And 
yet there is hope «head. Nobody can 
say with certainty that diamond mines 
rivaling those of South Africa may not 
be struck some day within the limits of 
Uncle Sam’s domain. Within the last 
few years some “finds” have been made 
which cause the experts of the geo­ 
graphical survey to shake their heads 
thoughtfully. In 1 XT*; a well digger nt 
Eagle, Wls., found a diamond of fif­ 
teen carats. Another one, wine yellow 
in Color, was picked up on a farm be­ 
longing to Henry Kndlich at Kohls- 
ville, Wis. it weighed twenty-four 
carats, being nearl> as large as a pi­ 
geon’s egg. Mrs. Hndlich keeps it as a 
memento of her deceased husband. 
Many other diamonds have been found 
In the same neighborhood, and geolo­ 
gists are certain that they have been 
brought down from he north in glacial 
drift.

ing from one-twentieth (five cents) to 
20 units ($20). The unit is an arbitrary 
abstract quantity, supposed to have a 
value of $1. The certificates pass freely 
among all classes of people in Denver, 
and will, of course, continue to do so 
as long as they are promptly redeemed 
in goods or labor whenever they are 
presented at the Exchange, which has 
been the case thus far. Men are glad 
to work for the Exchange, and they 
are paid entirely in these certificates, 
which 
are 
generally 
called “labor 
checks” by the people of Denver. 
Usually a local labor exchange is an 
incorporated branch of a national as­ 
sociation, incorporated under the laws 
of Missouri. 
Its object Is to furnish 
employment to labor and to ald those 
now employed by a system of co-op­ 
eration in exchanging products of la­ 
bor on an equitable basis. 
The Ex­ 
change receives deposits of useful pro­ 
ducts of labor (properly) at its ware­ 
house, and instead of paying legal ten­ 
der money for the goods it issues to 
the seller its certificates 
of 
deposit. 
These certificates are not redeemable 
in money, but are accepted by the Ex­ 
change at their face value 
for 
any 
goods on deposit or for labor. 
The illustration shows a one-tenth 
note, which has a value of IO cents. 
It is five and one-tenth inches long, 
two and three-sixteenths wide, and has 
a serrated edge at one end, where it 
was originally attached to a stub in 
the book of issue. 
The front of the 
note is printed in brown and the back 
in green, and is countersigned by the 
president and accountant of the 
Ex­ 
change. 
“In order to get a clear idea of the 
three forms of co-operation in use to­ 
day,” said an enthusiastic admirer of 
the labor exchange idea, “suppose that 


to live with little or no work, and he 
does not like to labor for the support 
of idlers. He agitates the question of 
these the j limiting the stock of members to a sin- 
! gle share, and succeeds 
in bringing 
! about the change; now’ it is found that 
I wages and dividends absorb the entire 
product of the company and there is 
• no increase of business capital, except 
by the admission of new’ members, and 
as the shares are fixed at a low’ va hut 
tion to allow of their purchase by poor 
men, the business becomes permanent 
ly crippled by want of means. Seeing 
the situation, Jones decides to quit; no 
member is allowed to hold more than 
one share, and he can find no one out 
side of it who is acceptable to the as­ 
sociation, so he sells to the assocla 
tion itself, or, in other w'ords, he draws 
out of the company the money he put 
into it; others follow his example, and 
it soon becomes crippled and forced 
to disband or sell the business to some 
one who will conduct It as a private 
enterprise. 
“In the first illustration the commu­ 
nity held its own, but Smith 
was 
worsted; In the second, Jones got what 
was due him, but the way was opened 
for the dissolution of 
the company. 
The community has stability, but can­ 
not grow rapidly because it does not 
make equitable provision for the re­ 
turn of all 
deposits 
of 
value, and 
hence does not attract members, while 
the joint stock company may provide 
for such a return, but does so at the 
risk of losing its capital stock and be­ 
coming non-existent. 
The labor 
ex­ 
change recognizes both these points in 
a way which will be shown in the next 
illustration. 
“Brown, on becoming a member of 
the labor exchange, puts into it some 
property—not all that he has and not 
necessarily an amount corresponding 
to the deposits of other members - but 
all he can spare at the time, or all 
that he feels disposed to contribute tc 
a co-operative experiment. 
For this 
property he receives certificates of de 
posty, which correspond to the share 
held by Jones in the stock company 
with tho difference that 
while Jones 
must keep his share in order to remail 
a member of the company, Brown car 
sell his certificate to whom he pleases

These 
people noon 
learn that the business of raising and 
selling flowers is beset by much care 
and labor that do not come under the 
head of poetry. 
And 
yet nearly all 
women florists that we have met were 
led into the business because they first 
of all loved flowers. It adds to the de­ 
light ami success of any occupation if 
one has a love therefor. 
There is no 
question that, as a rule, women have a 
greater fondness than men for flowers. 
Why, therefore, should they not en­ 
gage In growing and handling them for 
profit? The rougher work about flower 
raising, such as the care of greenhouse 
furnaces, the handling of sbil and ma­ 
nure and the like, can easily be done 
by men who work for moderate wages. 
If women are successful as florists they 
are equally so as raisers of vegetables 
and smaller fruits, especially strawber­ 
ries; they direct the rougher work, help 
to prepare the produce for customers, 
and perhaps take in hand the selling, 
thus keeping closely in touch with the 
state of the market. Generally speak­ 
ing, we think that the raising of straw­ 
berries near our best markets Is further 
from being overdone than that of al­ 
most any other kind of produce. The 
consumption is enormous 
and fresh 
fruit brought quickly from the fields, 
without a large distance intervening, 
always will sell considerably higher 
than fruit long from the vines that has 
been shipped. 
Much of the work of 
picking and handling small fruits Is 
suited to be done by women.

In an address to swine breeders L. 
A. Davis said: 
“Always guard care­ 
fully the health of your hogs. Provide 
fresh beds once a week, using disin­ 
fectants each time uround the sleeping 
quarters, 
troughs 
and 
adjacent 
grounds. Airslacked lime and carbolic 
acid are good disinfectants. 
Close 
study and observation has led me to 
believe that we can produce pork of the 
best; quality at a great deal less cost 
than the average farmer has been do­ 
ing, and at the same time greatly re­ 
ducing the risk of loss from disease. 
One way to reduce the cost of pork is 
by reducing the time to produce. 
A 
thrifty pig that will w*elgh two hundred 
pounds gross, with meat well marked 
with lean, is the most desirable for the 
market of the world to-day ; and with a 
good breed of hogs, mature mothers, 
proper care during pregnancy and care­ 
ful treatment of pigs, this weight can 
be produced at six months. Keep tho 
pigs growing from start to finish. To 
make the most of the sow, let her pro­ 
duce two litters a year—I prefer March 
and September for farrowing times. 
Since some argue that fall pigs do not 
pay, let me give one illustration; About 
the 10th of last October I had a sow 
to farrow a litter of ten pigs; no spe­ 
cial care was given them, as the weath­ 
er was pleasant, and when tho pigs 
were about seven weeks old they were 
turned into the artichoke field with the 
sow, where they were allowed to run 
with other hogs all winter, except when 
very muddy they were shut off, and 
when the ground was hard frozen they 
were fed some corn.”

The purchaser of these certifi­ 
cates does not secure an interest in 
the organization; they simply entitle 
him to such a quantity of the products 
or consumable property produced by 
the exchange as will 
correspond 
to 
their fac? value at the market rates for 
the articles. 
In this respect they per­ 
form the function of 
money, except 
that they are redeemable only in prop­ 
erty of such nature as the exchange 
may have on hand. As a worker Brown 
receives certificates similar to those he 
received when depositing property. He 
may work or not, as he chooses, but 
he only gets certificates when deposit­ 
ing something of value, either in the 
form of labor or something equally de­ 
sirable. 
Having these certificates, he 
may present them for redemption 
the purchase of supplies, hoard them 
or sell them to others. 
If he desires 
to quit he merely looks elsewhere for 
employment, as he would do if em 
ployed in the regular manner by an 
Individual. He has already been paid 
for the property deposited and for the 
labor which he performed.”

It in a fact that nine-tenth* of the 
residents of cities do nqft know where 
to buy strictly fresh eggs, say* Amer­ 
ican Poultry Keeper. This is no doubt 
strange assertion to make In the 
face of th* 
fact that thousands of 
dozens of fresh eggs are sold in this 
country every day, and especially when 
the purchaser gets them from “an old 
farmer.” 
But even the old farmer is 
not always any wiser than the cus­ 
tomer, allowing for producing them 
himself with the ald of his hens, but 
some old farmers buy eggs or bring 
them to market for their neighbors. 
There is a great deal of “faith” in buy­ 
ing eggs, and much depends on “con­ 
fidence” and from whom they are pur­ 
chased. A party who had a large flock 
supplied his brother in the city. Soon 
the brother’s next door neighbor re­ 
quested that he be supplied, and soon 
after several other neighbors desired 
a like favor. All of them were willing 
to pay extra for the eggs, as they had 
confidence in the one who sold them. 
He was compelled to refuse some of 
the would-be customers, from lack of 
supply, which only made his eggs the 
more desirable. Now, the market was 
amply supplied with “fresh” eggs, but 
that fact did not alter the circum­ 
stances so far as he was concerned, 
Cannot the readers learn a valuable 
lesson from this experience?

20 units ($20). The unit is an arbitrary 
abstract quantity, supposed to have a 
value of $1. The certificates pass freely 
among all classes of people in Denver, 
and will, of course, continue to do so 
as long as they are promptly redeemed 
in goods or labor whenever they are 
presented at the Exchange, which has 
been the case thus far. Men are glad 
to work for the Exchange, and they 
are paid entirely in these certificates, 
which 
are 
generally 
called “labor 
checks” by the people of Denver. 
Usually a local labor exchange is an 
Incorporated branch of a national as­ 
sociation, incorporated under the laws 
of Missouri. 
Its object Is to furnish 
employment to labor and to aid those 
now employed by a system of co-op­ 
eration in exchanging products of la­ 
bor on an equitable basis. 
The Ex­ 
change receives deposits of useful pro­ 
ducts of labor (properly) at its ware­ 
house, and instead of paying legal ten­ 
der money for the goods it issues to 
the seller its certificates 
of 
deposit. 
These certificates are not redeemable 
in money, but are accepted by the Ex­ 
change at their face value 
for 
any 
goods on deposit or for labor. 
The illustration shows a one-tenth 
note, which has a value of 10 cents. 
It is five and one-tenth inches long, 
two and three-sixteenths wide, and has 
a serrated edge at one end, where it 
was originally attached to a stub in 
the book of issue. 
The front of the 
note is printed in brown and the back 
in green, and is countersigned by the 
president and accountant of the 
Ex­ 
change.

does not like to labor for the support 
of idlers. He agitates the question of 
limiting the stock of members to a sin­ 
gle share, and succeeds 
in bringing 
about the change; now it is found that 
wages and dividends absorb the entire 
product of the company and there is 
no increase of business capital, except 
by the admission of newr members, and 
as the shares are fixed at a lowf valua­ 
tion to allow of their purchase by poor 
men, the business becomes permanent­ 
ly crippled by want of means. Seeing 
the situation, Jones decides to quit; no 
member is allowed to hold more than 
one share, and he can find no one out­ 
side of it who is acceptable to the as­ 
sociation, so he sells to the associa­ 
tion itself, or, in other words, he draws 
out of the company the money he put 
into it; others follow his example, and 
it soon becomes crippled and forced 
to disband or sell the business to some 
one who will conduct It as a private 
enterprise. 
“In the first illustration the commu­ 
nity held its own, but Smith 
was 
worsted; in the second, Jones got what 
was due him, but the way was opened 
for the dissolution of 
the company. 
The community has stability, but can­ 
not grow rapidly because it does not 
make equitable provision for the re­ 
turn of all 
deposits 
of 
value, and 
hence does not attract members, while 
the joint stock company may provide 
for such a return, but does so at the 
risk of losing its capital stock and be­ 
coming non-existent. 
The labor 
ex­ 
change recognizes both these points in 
a way which will be shown in the next 
Illustration. 
“Brown, on becoming a member of 
the labor exchange, puts into it some 
property—not all that he has and not 
necessarily an amount corresponding 
to the deposits of other members- but 
all he can spare at the time, or all 
that he feels disposed to contribute tc 
a co-operative experiment. 
For this 
property he receives certificates of de 
posty, which correspond to the share 
held by Jones in the stock company 
with the difference that while Jones 
must keep his share in order to remair 
a member of the company, Brown car 
sell his certificate to whom he pleases 


W om en HorllrnltnrW ta. 
Women are working successfully in 
almost every field. 
Vick’s Magazine 
states that according to the census of 
1890 there were 342 commercial green­ 
houses, or about one in fifteen, owned 
*nd managed by women. 
We have a 
personal 
acquaintance 
with 
several 
women who are successful retail flor­ 
ists. Other women, to our knowledge, 
are making a success of raising car­ 
nations and other 
flowers 
for 
tne 
wholesale trade. 
These 
people soon 
learn that the business of raising and 
selling flowers is beset by much care 
and labor that do not come under the 
head of poetry. 
And 
yet nearly all 
women florists that we have met were 
led into the business because they first 
of all loved flowers. It adds to the de­ 
light and success of any occupation if 
one has a love therefor. 
There is no 
question that, as a rule, women have a 
greater fondness than men for flowers. 
Why, therefore, should they not en­ 
gage in growing and handling them for 
profit? The rougher work about flower 
raising, such as the care of greenhouse 
furnaces, the handling of sbil and ma­ 
nure anil the like, can easily be done 
by men who work for moderate wages. 
If women are successful as florists they 
are equally so as raisers of vegetables 
and smaller fruits, especially strawber­ 
ries; they direct the rougher work, help 
to prepare the produce for customers, 
and perhaps take in hand the selling, 
thus keeping closely in touch with the 
state of the market. Generally speak­ 
ing, we think that the raising of straw­ 
berries near our best markets is further 
from being overdone than that of al­ 
most any other kind of produce. The 
consumption is enormous 
and fresh 
fruit brought quickly from the fields, 
without a large distance Intervening, 
always will sell considerably higher 
than fruit long from the vines that has 
been shipped. 
Much of the work of 
picking and handling small fruits is 
suited to be done by women. 


T h e H ealth of tli« (lo g ­ 
in an address to swine breeders L. 
A. Davis said: 
“Always guard care­ 
fully the health of your bogs. Provide 
fresh beds once a week, using disin­ 
fectants each time around the sleeping 
quarters, 
troughs 
and 
adjacent 
grounds. Airslacked lime and carbolic 
acid are good disinfectants. 
Close 
study and observation has led me to 
believe that we can produce pork of the 
best quality at a great deal less cost 
than the average farmer has been do­ 
ing, and at the same time greatly re­ 
ducing the risk of loss from disease. 
One way to reduce the cost of pork is 
by reducing the time to produce. 
A 
thrifty pig that will w*eigh two hundred 
pounds gross, with meat well marked 
with lean, Is the most desirable for the 
market of the world to-day ; and with a 
good breed of hogs, mature mothers, 
proper care during pregnancy and care­ 
ful treatment of pigs, this weight can 
be produced at six months. Keep tho 
pigs growing from start to finish. To 
make the most of the sow, let her pro­ 
duce two litters a year—I prefer March 
and September for farrowing times. 
Since some argue that fall pigs do not 
pay, let me give one illustration: About 
the 10th of last October I had a sow 
to farrow a litter of ten pigs; no spe­ 
cial care was given them, as the weath­ 
er was pleasant, and when tho pigs 
were about seven weeks old they were 
turned Into the artichoke field with the 
sow, where they were allowed to run 
with other hogs all winter, except when 
very muddy they were shut off, and 
when the ground was hard frozen they 
were fed some corn.”

Smith joins a community, or ‘altruis­ 
tic’ society; Jones Joins a co-operativo 
Joint 
stock 
company, while 
Brown 
joins a local branch of the Labor ex­ 
change. 
How does each 
man 
fare 
while he is in the organization 
and 
how he will leave it? 
“Smith selects a community which 
allows all the freedom 
possible 
in 
communism—one that makes no reg­ 
ulations in regard to dress, diet, relig­ 
ion or anything except the mode 
of 
production and distribution, and 
in 
this it adheres to communism pure and 
simple. 
Smith is accepted as a mem­ 
ber, puts in all his property and goes 
to work. His name is enrolled on the 
list of members and he has a docu­ 
ment in his pocket attesting his mem­ 
bership, but he has nothing else to 
show for his property, while for his 
labor he receives board, clothes, shel­ 
ter, the advantages of communistic so­ 
ciety and whatever else the community 
can afford and is willing 
to allow 
him, 
“We will suppose that things 
are 
fairly agreeable in the main, but Smith 
being a man of strong Individuality, 
desires to squander a little time in his 
own way, and his way not coinciding 
with the wishes of the majority there 
is a clash and Smith decides to with­ 
draw from the association. 
He de­ 
mands compensation for property con­ 
tributed and services rendered. 
He is 
Informed that by the terms of 
his 
agreement he is entitled 
to nothing 
and must accept what the majority is 
willing to give or walk 
out 
empty 
handed; that If he baa lived more fru­ 
gally than the others it was his own 
fault and the community reaps 
the 
benefit; that any other arrangement 
would enable dissatisfied 
men 
like 
himself to draw out all the capita) and 
thereby destroy the community. 
80 
Smith leaves the 
community, either 


without losing his membership in the 
branch and his voice in its manage­ 
ment. The purchaser of these certifi­ 
cates does not secure an interest in 
the organization; they simply entitle 
him to such a quantity of the products 
or consumable property produced by 
the exchange as will 
correspond 
to 
their facs value at the market rates for 
the articles. 
In this respect they per­ 
form the function of 
money, except 
that they are redeemable only in prop­ 
erty of such nature as the exchange 
may have 011 hand. As a worker Brown 
receives certificates similar to those he 
received when depositing property. He 
may work or not, as he chooses, but 
he only gets certificates when deposit­ 
ing something of value, either in the 
form of labor or something equally de­ 
sirable. 
Having these certificates, he 
may present them for redemption 
in 
the purchase of supplies, hoard them 
or sell them to others. 
If he desires 
to quit he merely looks elsewhere for 
employment, as he would do if em 
ployed in the regular manner by an 
individual. 
He has already been paid 
for the property deposited and for the 
labor which he performed.”

H elling F resh K ggs. 
It is a fact that nine-tenths of the 
residents of cities do ncA know where 
to buy strictly fresh eggs, says Amer­ 
ican Poultry Keeper. This is no doubt 
strange assertion to make In the 
face of the 
fact that 
thousands of 
dozens of fresh eggs are sold In this 
country every day, and especially when 
the purchaser gets them from “an old 
farmer.” 
But even the old farmer Is 
not always any wiser than the cus­ 
tomer, allowing for producing them 
himself with the aid of his hens, hut 
some old farmers buy eggs or bring 
them to market for their neighbors. 
There Is a great deal of “faith” in buy­ 
ing eggs, and much depends on “con­ 
fidence” and from whom they are pur­ 
chased. A party who had a large flock 
supplied his brother in the city. Soon 
the brother’s next door neighbor re­ 
quested that he be supplied, and soon 
after several other neighbors desired 
a like favor. All of them were willing 
to pay extra for the eggs, as they had 
confidence In the one who sold them. 
He was compelled to refuse some of 
the would-be customers, from lack of 
supply, which only made his eggs the 
more desirable. Now, the market was 
amply supplied with “fresh” eggs, but 
that fact did not alter the circum­ 
sta n ces so far as he was concerned. 
Cannot the readers learn a valuable 
lesson from this experience? 


Potash.—Sandy soils are always de­ 
ficient in potash. Even if they had this 
mineral they have usually so little 
vegetable matter that the potash forms 
an insoluble compound, 
by 
uniting 
with the sand. The potash in caustic 
ashes dissolve the silicate of potash, 
and also helps itself until its caustic 
properties are lost. 
But old leached 
ashes are often quite as beneficial to 
sandy soils as are unleached. They al­ 
ways contain some potash and some 
phosphate, which the water used for 
leaching would not dissolve. But they 
also usually contain 
some ammonia, 
taken from the air, and which makes 
its potash a nitrate of potash and a 
very powerful fertilizer.—Ex.

These figures indicate an increase of 
50 in the number killed, and of 4.273 
in the number injured, as compared 
with the preceding year.

of passengers killed was 181, and the 
number of passengers injured 
2,873, 
being an increase of 11 In the number 
killed and of 498 in the number 
in­ 
jured. 
The number of persons other 
than employes and passengers killed 
was 4,406, and 
the 
number 
injured 
5,845. 
These figures include casualties 
to persons reported as trespassers, of 
whom 3,811 were killed and 4,468 were 
injured. 
From 
summaries 
showing 
ratio of casualties it is found that 
for 
every 444 men employed on railways 1 
was killed, and for every 28 men em­ 
ployed 1 was injured. 
A similar com­ 
parison as to trainmen shows that 1 
trainman was killed for each 152 train­ 
men employed, and that 
1 trainman 
wras Injured for each 10 trainmen em­ 
ployed. 
The number of 
passengers 
carried for 1 passenger killed was 2,- 
827,474, and the number of passengers 
carried for 1 passenger injured was 
178,132. 
As showing in another way 
the immunity of passengers fiom acci­ 
dents .the report gives ratios 
based 
upon the number of miles traveled, 
from which it appears that 72.093,963 
passenger-miles were accomplished for 
every passenger killed, and 4,541,945 
passenger-miles for every 
passenger 
Injured.

It seems more than surprising that no 
diamond mines have ever been discov­ 
ered in the United States, remarks the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 
Occasional 
gems of this kind have been picked up 
in various states, the conclusion drawn 
from such discoveries being that they 
are restricted almost wholly to a belt 
along the eastern base of the southern 
Alleghnnies in Virginia and Georgia, 
and to another belt along the western 
base of the Sierra Nevada and Cascade 
ranges. It is a melancholy fact that this 
country hardly produces an average of 
$100 worth of diamonds annually. And 
yet there is hope ahead. 
Nobody can 
say with certainty that diamond mines 
rivaling those of South Africa may not 
be struck some day within the limits of 
Uncle Sam’s domain. Within the last 
few years some “finds” have been made 
which cause the experts of the geo­ 
graphical survey to shake their heads 
thoughtfully. 
In Into a well digger nt 
Eagle, Wis., found a diamond of fif­ 
teen carats. Another one, wine yellow 
in color, was picked up on a farm be­ 
longing to llenry Endlich at Kohis- 
ville, Wis. 
It 
weighed

carats, being nearly as large as a pi­ 
geon's egg. Mrs. Endlich keeps it as a 
memento of her

Many other diamonds have been found 
in the same neighborhood, and geolo­ 
gists are certain that they have been 
brought down from .he north in glacial 
drift.

States, 1C of which 
are 
i n 
Colorado, 
and of 
these the 
one at Denver 
is 
the 
most 
promi­ 
nent. by reason of 
its location. 
It is 
running 
a 
brick­ 
yard and a pick­ 
ling and preserving works, and has is­ 
sued about $4,100 of certificates, rang­ 
ing from one-twentieth (five cents) to 
20 units ($20). The unit is an arbitrary 
abstract quantity, supposed to have a 
value of $1. The certificates pass freely 
among all classes of peopie in Denver, 
and will, of course, continue to do so 
as long as they are promptly redeemed 
in goods or labor whenever (hey are 
presented at the Exchange, which lias 
been the case thus far. 
Men are glad 
to work for the Exchange, and they 
are paid entirely in these certificates, 
which 
are 
generally 
called “ labor 
checks” by the people of Denver. 
Usually a local labor exchange is an 
incorporated branch of a national as­ 
sociation, incorporated under tlie laws 
of Missouri. 
Its object is to furnish 
employment to labor and to aid those 
now employed by a system of co-op­ 
eration in exchanging products of la­ 
bor on an equitable basis. 
The Ex­ 
change receives deposits of useful pro­ 
ducts of labor (properly) at its ware­ 
house, and instead of paying legal ten­ 
der money for the goods it issues to 
the seller its certificates 
of 
deposit. 
These certificates are not redeemable 
in money, but are accepted by the E x ­ 
change at their face value 
for 
any 
goods on deposit or for labor. 
The illustration shows a one-tenth 
note, which has a value of 10 cents. 
It is five and one-tenth inches long, 
two and three-sixteenths wide, and has 
a serrated edge at one end, where it 
was originally attached to a stub in 
the book of issue. 
The front of the 
note is printed in brown and the back 
in green, and is countersigned by the 
president and accountant of the 
E x ­ 
change. 
"In order to get a clear idea of the 
three forms of co-operation in use to­ 
day,” said an enthusiastic admirer of 
the labor exchange idea, “suppose that 


with nothing at all or with less than 
what he considers his just dues. 
“Jones purchases a share of stock in 
a company composed chiefly of honest 
workingmen and goes to work; as a 
laItorer he receives wages, either 
in 
cash or credits; as a stockholder he 
draws dividends. 
The 
company 
i* 
prosperous and he has as much indi­ 
vidual freedom as is consistent with 
the form of organisation, but Jones 
becomes dissatisfied because there are 
stockholders in the company who draw 
dividends large enough to enable them 
to live with little or no work, and he 
does not like to labor for the support 
of idlers. 
He agitates the question of 
limiting the stock of members to a sin­ 
gle share, and succeeds 
in bringing 
about the change; now it is found that 
wages and dividends absorb the entire 
product of the company and there is 
no increase of business capital, except 
by the admission of new members, and 
as tHe shares are fixed at a low valua­ 
tion to allow of their purchase by poor 
men, the business becomes permanent­ 
ly crippled bv want of means. 
Seeing 
the situation, Jones decides to quit; no 
member is allowed to hold more than 
one share, and he can find no one out­ 
side of it who is acceptable to the as­ 
sociation, so he sells to the associa­ 
tion itself, or, in other words, he draws 
out of the company the money he put 
into it; others follow his example, and 
it soon becomes crippled and forced 
to disband or sell the business to some 
one who will conduct it as a private 
enterprise. 
“ In the first illustration the commu­ 
nity held its own, but Smith 
was 
worsted; in the second. Jones got what 
was due him, but the way was opened 
for the dissolution of 
tlie company. 
The community has stability, but can­ 
not grow rapidly because it does not 
make equitable provision for the re­ 
turn of all 
deposits 
of 
value, and 
hence does not attract members, while 
the joint stock company may provide 
for such a return, but does so at the 
risk of losing its capital stock and be­ 
coming non-existent. 
The labor 
ex­ 
change recognizes both these points in 
a way which will be shown in the next 
illustration. 
“ Brown, on becoming a member of 
the labor exchange, puts into it some 
property 
not all that he has and not 
necessarily an amount corresponding 
to the deposits of other members 
but 
all he can spare at the time, or nil 
that he feels disposed to contribute tc 
a co-operative experiment. 
For this 
property be receives certificates of de 
posit, which correspond to the sh a n 
held by Jones in the stock company 
with the difference that 
while Jono. 
must keep his share In order to remalr 
a member of the company, Brown cur 
sell his certificate to whom he please.1

women who are successful retail flor­ 
ists. 
Other women, to our knowledge, 
are making a success of raising ca r­ 
nations and other 
Mowers 
for 
tne 
wholesale trade. 
These 
people soon 
learn that the business of raising and 
soiling flowers is beset by much care 
and labor that do not come under the 
bead of poetry. 
And 
yet nearly all 
women florists that we have met were 
led into the business because they first 
of all loved flowers. 
It adds to the de­ 
light and success of any occupation if 
one lias a love therefor. 
There is no 
question that, as a rule, women have a 
greater fondness than men for flowers. 
Why, therefore, should they not en­ 
gage in growing and handling them for 
profit? The rougher work about Mower 
raising, such as the care of greenhouse 
furnaces, tin* handling of soil and ma­ 
nure and the like, can easily be done 
by men who work for moderate wages. 
If women are successful as florists they 
are equally so as raisers of vegetables 
and smaller fruits, especially strawber­ 
ries; they direct the rougher work, help 
to prepare the produce for customers, 
and perhaps take in hand the selling, 
thus keeping closely in touch with the 
state of the market. 
Generally speak­ 
ing, we think that the raising of straw ­ 
berries near our best markets is further 
from being overdone than that of al­ 
most any other kind of produce. The 
consumption is enormous 
and fresh 
fruit brought quickly from the fields, 
without a large distance intervening, 
always will sell considerably higher 
than fruit long from the vines that lias 
been shipped. 
Much of the work of 
picking and handling small fruits is 
suited to be done by women.

Smith joins a community, or ‘altruis­ 
tic’ society; Jones joins a co-operative 
joint 
stock 
company, while 
Brown 
joins a local branch of the Labor ex­ 
change. 
How does each 
man 
fare 
while he is in the organization 
and 
how he will leave it? 
“Smith selects a community which 
allows all the freedom 
possible 
in 
communism - o n e that makes no reg­ 
ulations in regard to dress, diet, relig­ 
ion or anything except the mode 
of 
production and distribution, and 
in 
this it adheres to communism pure and 
simple. 
Smith is accepted as a mem­ 
ber, puts in all his property and goes 
to work. 
His name is enrolled on the 
list of members and he has a docu­ 
ment in his pocket attesting his mem­ 
bership, but he has nothing else to 
show for his property, while for his 
labor he receives board, clothes, shel­ 
ter, the advantages of communistic so­ 
ciety and whatever else the community 
can afford and is willing 
to allow 
him. 
“ We will suppose that things 
are 
fairly agreeable in the main, but Smith 
being a man of strong individuality, 
desires to squander a little time in his 
own way, and his way not coinciding 
with the wishes of the majority there 
is a clash and Smith decides to w ith­ 
draw from the association. 
He de­ 
mands compensation for property con­ 
tributed and services rendered. 
He is 
informed th at by the terms of 
his 
agreement he is entitled 
to nothing 
and must accept what the majority is 
willing to give or walk 
out 
empty 
handed; that if he has lived more fru­ 
gally than the others it was his own 
fault and the community reaps 
the 
benefit; 
that any other arrangement 
would enable dissatisfied 
men 
like 
himself to draw out all the capital and 
thereby destroy t h s community. 
So 
Smith leaves the 
community, either 


without losing his membership in the 
branch and his voice in Its manage 
meni. 
The purchaser of these certifi­ 
cates does not secure an interest in 
the organization; they simply entitle 
him to such a quantity of the products 
or consumable property produced 
by 
the exchange as will 
correspond 
to 
their f<ic 
value at the market rates for 
the articles. 
In this respect they per­ 
form the function of 
money, except 
that they are redeemable only in prop­ 
erty of such nature as the exchange 
may have on hind. As a worker Brown 
receives certificates similar to those he 
received when depositing property. He 
may work or not, as he chooses, but 
he only gets certificates when deposit­ 
ing something of value, either in the 
form of labor or something equally de­ 
sirable. 
Having these certificates, he 
may present them for redemption 
in 
the purchase of supplies, hoard them 
or sell them to others. 
If he desires 
to quit he merely looks elsewhere for 
employment, as lie would do if em- 
I ployed in the regular manner by an 
i individual. 
He has already been paid 
for the property deposited and for the 
labor which he performed.”

A. Davis said: 
“ Always guard care­ 
fully the health of your bogs. 
Provide 
fresh beds once a week, using disin­ 
fectants each time around the sleeping 
quarters,

Alrslacked lime and carbolic 
acid 
are 
good 
disinfectants. 
Close 
study and observation has led me to 
believe that we can produce pork of the 
best quality at a great deal less cost 
than the average farmer has been do­ 
ing, and at the same time greatly re­ 
ducing the risk of loss from disease. 
One way to reduce the cost of pork is 
by reducing the time to produce. 
A 
thrifty pig that will weigh two hundred 
pounds gross, with meat well marked 
with lean, is the most desirable for tIn* 
market of the world to-day ; and with a 
good breed of hogs, mature mothers, 
proper care during pregnancy and care­ 
ful treatment of pigs, this weight can 
be produced at six months. 
Keep the 
pigs growing from start to finish. 
To 
make the most of the sow. let her pro­ 
duce two litters a year 
I prefer March 
and September for farrowing times. 
Since some argue that fall pigs do not 
pay, let mo give one illustration: About 
the 10th of last October I had a sow 
to farrow a litter of ten pigs; no spe­ 
cial care was given them, as the weath­ 
er was pleasant, and when the pigs 
were about seven weeks old they were 
turned into the artichoke field witli the 
sow, where they were allowed to run 
with other hogs all winter, except when 
very muddy they were shut off, and 
when the ground was hard frozen they 
were fed some corn.”

It is a fact that nine-tenths of the 
residents of cities do not know where 
to buy strictly fresh eggs, sayH Amer­ 
ican Poultry Keeper, 'i bis is no doubt 
a strange assertion to make in the 
face of the 
fact 
that 
thousands of 
dozens of fresh eggs are sold in this 
country every day, and especially when 
the purchaser gets them from “an old 
farmer.” 
But even the old farmer is 
not always any wiser than the cus­ 
tomer, allowing for producing them 
himself with the aid of his hens, but 
some old farmers buy eggs or bring 
them to market for their neighbors. 
There is a great deal of “faith” in buy­ 
ing eggs, and much depends on “con­ 
fidence” and from whom they are pur­ 
chased. A party who had u large flock 
supplied his brother In the city. Soon 
the brother’s next door neighbor re­ 
quested that he be supplied, and soon 
after several otiier neighbors desired 
a like favor. 
All of them were willing 
to pay extra for the eggs, as they had 
confidence in the one who sold them. 
He was compelled to refuse some of 
the would-be customers, from lack of 
supply, which only made his eggs the 
more desirable. 
Now, the market was 
amply supplied with “fresh” eggs, but 
that 
fact 
did 
not 
alter the circum­ 
stances so far as he was concerned. 
Cannot the readers learn a valuable 
lesson from this experience? 


Potash.—Sandy soils are always de­ 
ficient in potash. Even if they had this 
mineral they have usually so little 
vegetable matter th at the potash forms 
an insoluble 
compound, 
by 
uniting 
with the sand. 
The potash in caustic 
ashes dissolve the silicate of potash, 
and also helps itself until its caustic 
properties are lost. 
But old leached 
ashes are often quite as beneficial to 
sandy soils as are unleached. They a l­ 
ways contain some potash and some 
phosphate, which the water used for 
leaching would not dissolve. But they 
also usually contain 
some ammonia, 
taken from the air, and which makes 
its potash a nitrate of potash and a 
very powerful fertilizer.—Ex.
